My. James Biggan, third mate of the 
Steamer Indian, arrived at this port last 
evening in the schooner Wave, Captain 
McDonald, from Charlottetown, having 
been picked up by her at sea, with 
othora, from one of the boats of the ste 
Tuulian. 

On Monday morning tho weather wa: 
vory hazy; the’ Captain was on deck occa 
sionally ; the dutios of the ship were con 
ducted inthe usual style. About 5 o'elock, 
howeyor, going at tho rato of ten miles an 
hour, she ran upon a stinken reef about 
two miles froin the shoro,. Sho. was steor 
ing West-at tho time by the compass; the 
chief and third mates were the officers of 
tho watch; the soa ontside the recf was 
smooth, and the wind moderate. AIP hands 
were immediately on deck, and the Captain 
Assumed command. Ie ordored the helin 
astarbourd and tho engines stoppod, but 
the ship was immovable, Sho Tad run 
neatly ler whole length aground, 

Orders wero then igued to clear away 
the boats, of witich she had seven, but in 
Jowering them three were stove alongside 
and roudered useless, The third oflicer, 
Mr. Biggan, two seamen, John Bonnett and 
Jolin Furaland, assistant steward, Charles 
Barlow, and butcher, James Gittings, got 
into boat No. 4, and kept her alongside " 
though half full of water, to receive pas. 
songers. She was supplied with oars, and 
thore wore four buckets in her for bailing 
bat while clearing lier of wator, the line 
by which she was fastened, parted, and she 
drifted seaward. 

In vain they tried to return to the ship 
thoir boat being half full of wator, and 
only kept afloat by tho air compartments 
inher, Mr, Biggan said he saw two boats 
nd, but knew nothing of the fate of the 
third.

should be avoided. Strip the teats clean, 
and do it as quickly as imay consist with 
kind treatment. 

We purchased a beautiful Devon Cow 
last Spring valued at $100, and if she had 
no tricks, she would have been worth the 
money, for in addition to a good yield of 
very rich milk, ler build, color, ltead, eyes 
and horns, ave as near perfection of beauty 
ip a cow, ts we could expect to find—we 
bought her as much for lier looks as for 
her milk, For a week or two éverythii ¢ 
went on well, we soon found that her looks 
did not belie hor—'she kvew a trick or 
two, When not treated. exactly as she 
seemed to think right, you might whistle 
for milk—vou couldn't get it by tugging at 
her teats, We, however, soon compromia 
ed the matter with hier. She lad been ae- 
customed to be milked by a woman, and to 
lave a ‘mess’ to busy herself while tin- 
dergoiyg the operation of being stripped. 
We gratified her in these respects, The 
milking was accompanied by an occasions! 
gentle but quick elevation of tlie whole bag, 
with thevhands, in imitation of the ‘bunt, 
jng' of a calf. These means, and the gen- 
tle kind treatment referred to above, have 
been successful, and now slie geldom at- 
tempts to hold wp ber milk.

Cat straw we believe, is going to | ecome 
a snbstitute for hay, aud a. firm conviction 
at present exists among the farming com- 
munity, throughout Canada, that this will 


| have to be their only resource as. inedinin 


for 


supplying their live stock with a sufli- 
ney of fodder during the forthcoming 
ter, owing to the present scarcity of 
hay, which is fully expected, will rise to a 
very high price, as compared with that of 


| former years. Straw is very plentiful in 


Canada and likely to be cheap, and we are 

i 
culturists of the present day that cut striw 
mixed with “'Thorley’s Food” for cattle, 
excels hay for fodde Tig having a ten 
dency to injure some aninials—espevially 
those affected in their breathing.

and Usrough this medium you will” bere- 
paid ten fold, although you may bave to go} 
to the expense of a cutting: box and a bar;
